Necessary adjustment entries, if any, will be passed in the year in which the 
terms for reimbursement of expenditure are finally settled. 

(ii) “Expenditure recoverable form the Government of India on Training under ARDC 
Credit Project” is yet to be reconciled with the claims lodged with the Government of 
India, Differences arising on account of such reconciliation will be adjusted/written 
off in the year such a reconciliation is carried out.

Govt, hereby makes the following amendments to the 
National Cooperative Development Corporation 
Service Regulations, 1967, namely :— 

I. (1) These Regulations may be called NCDC 
Servipe (Amendment) Regulations 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication, in the Gazette of India. 

il, (1) In note 2 below Sub-Regulation (1) of Re¬ 
lation 32, the amount of “Rs. 1000” be 
substituted by “Rs. 2000/-”. 

(2) In Sub-Regulation (3) of Regulation 32, the 
amount of “Rs. 1090/-” and “Rs. 500/-” 
be substituted by “Rs. 2000/-” and “Rs. 

1000/-” respectively. 

(3) Explanation (i) & (iv) below Sub-Regulation 
(5) of Regulation (32) be substituted as 
follows :— 

(i) “Jewellery', insurance policies, the value 
of annual premia of which exceeds 
Rs. 2000/- or one-sixth of the total 
annual emoluments received from the 
Corporation whichever is less, shares, 
securities and debentures”. 

(iv) “Refrigerators, radios, radiograms and 
television sets”. 

III. The clauses (a), (b), (c) and(d) of Sub-Regulation 
(18) of Regulation 41 be deleted and the follow¬ 
ing clause be added ;— 

“If the disciplinary authority after going through 
the report of the enquiry olFicer is of the opinion 
that any of the major penalties specified in Regu¬ 
lation 38 should be imposed on the employee, 
he shall make an order imposing such penalty 
and it shall not be necessary to give the employee 
any opportunity of making representation on 
the penalty proposed to be imposed”. 

IV. In Sub-Regulation (19) of Regulation 41, the 
words “and afier consideration of such repre¬ 
sentation as may be filed by the employee under 
Clause (c) of Sub-Regulation (18)” and “finally” 
be deleted. 

V. The existing sub-clauses (i) & (ii) of Clause(a) 
of Sub-Regulation (i) of Regulation 59 be deleted 
and the following be substituted as sub-clause 

(i) : 

“Earned leave shall be credited to the- leave 
account of an employee at the uniform rate of 
15 days on the first January and 1st of July every 
year provided that if any employee has availed 
of any extra-ordinary leave and/or some period 
of absence has been treated as dies-non in a half 
year the, credit to be afforded in hi s leave 
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account at the commencement of the next 
half year shall be reduced by 1/lOth of the 
period of such leave and/or dies-non subject to 
a maximum of 15 days”. 

The existing sub-clause (iii) of Clause (a) of Sub- 
Regulation (i) of Regulation 59, be re-numbered 
as (ii). 

VI. The existing Sub-Regulation (g) of Regulation 
59_be substituted by the following :— 

“In case an officer dies in Harness his family 
would be entitled to leave salary that the deceased 
officer would have got, had he gone on earned 
leave but for the death, due and admissible 
to him on the date immediately following the 
date of death, subject to a maximum of leave 
salary for 180 days without any reduction on 
account of pension equivalent of death-cum- 
retirement gratuity”. 

VII. The existing Sub-Regulation (3) of Regulation 
61 be substituted by the following ;— 

“No pay and dearness allowances are admissible 
during the period of extra-ordinary leave. The 
periods of extraordina^ leave except those 
taken on medical certificates shall not count 
for increment provided that in a case' where the 
appointing authority is satisfied that the leave 
was taken for causes beyond employee’s control, 
it may direct that such leave may count for 
increment”.

VI).—In exercise of the 
powers conferred by section 33 read with section 
7 of the Tobacco Board Act, 1975 (4 of 1975), the 
Tobacco Board hereby makes the following regu¬ 
lations, the same having been approved by the Cen¬ 
tral Government as required by sub-section (3) of 
section 33 of the said Act, namely :—■ 

CHAPTER I 
PRELIMINARY 

i. (1) Short title and commencement :—These 
regulations may be called the Tobacco 
,Board (Genera!) Regulations, 1984. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the Official Gazette 

2. DsSnitioas : In these regulations, unless the 
context otherwise requires ; 

(a) “Act” means the Tobacco Board Act, 
1975 (4 of 1975) ; 

(b) “associated member’'’ means any person 
associated with the Board under sub¬ 
section (8) of section 4 of the Act; 
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(c) “Board” means the Tobacco Board es¬ 
tablished under section 4 of the Act; 

(d) “Committee” means any of the Commit¬ 
tees appointed by the Board under section 
7 of the Act; 

(e) “co-opted member” means any person 
co-opted by the Board for any committee 
under section 7 of the Act and who is not 
member of the Board; 

(f) “government” means the Central govern¬ 
ment ; 

(g) “rules” means the Tobacco Board Rules, 
1976; 

(h) “Vice-Chairman” means Vice-Chairman 
of the Board; 

(i) “Year” menas the Year commencing”^on 
the first day of April; 

(j) the terms “Chairman”, “Executive 
Director”, “Secretary” and 

shall have the meaning respectively 
assigned to them in the Act. 

CHAPTER-II 

COMMITTEES 

3. Appointment of Committees 

The Board may appoint the following Commit¬ 
tees, namely ;— 

(1) Executive Committee : The Executive Com¬ 
mittee shall consist of ;— 

(i) the Chairman, who shall be the ex- 
officio Chairman of the Committee; 

(ii) the Vice-Chairman; 

(iii) five members elected by the Board from 
amongst its members; 

(iv) the Executive Director (ex-officio). 

(2) Committee for production and Production 
Control :—The Committee for Production 
and Production Control shall consist of:— 

(i) the Chairman, who shall be the ex- 
officio Chairman of the Committee; 

(ii) the Vice-Chairman; 

(iii) five members elected by the Board from 
amongst its members; 

(iv) the Executive Director (ex-officio) 

(3) Marketing Committee : The Marketing 
Committee shall consist of :— 

(i) the Chairman, who shall be the ex- 
officio Chairman of the Committee; 

(ii) the Vice-Chairman; 

(iii) five members elected by the Board from 
amongst its members; 

(iv) the Executive Director (ex-officio). 

4. Functions of the Committees : 

(1) Executive Committee :—Subject to such 
restrictions as may be imposed by the Board 
the Executive Committee, shall, in addition 


to such functions as may be specifically 
assigned to it under these regulations, 
discharge functions relating to financial, es¬ 
tablishment, accounts and other functions 
not specifically assigned to the Marketing 
Committee or Committee on Production 
and Production Control. 

(2) Committee on Production and Produc¬ 
tion Control : Subject to such restric¬ 
tions as may be imposed by the Board, the 
Committee for Production and Production 
Control shall discharge all factions in re¬ 
gard to matters relating to regulation of 
production of tobacco and advisory and 
extension support to the growers on culti¬ 
vation, curing and grading of tobacco. 

(3) Marketing Committee : Subject to such re¬ 
strictions as may be imposed by the Board, 
the Marketing Committee shall discharge 
all functions of the Board in regard to 
such measures as may be undertaken for 
promoting activities connected with inter¬ 
nal and external marketing and publicity, 
recommendation of minimum exprot prices, 
auctions, regulation of marketing etc. 

4, Rules of Procedure for conducting mecttings 
of the Committees ; 

(1) Members elected to Committees shall func¬ 
tion for a period of one year or until such 
time the Committees are re-constituted, 

(2) The Chairman of a Committee may, at 
any time, call for a meeting of the Com¬ 
mittee and shall also do so if a requisition 
for a meeting of the Committee is present¬ 
ed to him in writing by at least one half 
of the total number of members of that 
Committee. 

(3) The notice indicating the time and place of 
the intended meeting signed by the 
Secretary shall be sent to the members of 
the Committee at least ten clear days 
before the date of any such meeting of the 
Committee. 

Provided that in case of urgency, special 
meeting of the Committee may be summoned 
at any time by the Chairman, who shall 
inform in advance the concerned Ministry 
of Government of India and the members 
of the Committee in respect of the subject 
matter for discussion and the reasons there¬ 
for. No ordinary business shall be transact¬ 
ed at such.a special meeting. 

(4) The Chairman may co-opt or assotiate 
on any Committee, a specialist or any 
person whose assistance or advice he consi¬ 
ders desirable, in the discharge of the func¬ 
tions of the Committee. 

6. Quorum : 

(1) No business shall be transacted at the 
meeting of the Committee unless there are 
present a majority of the members cons¬ 
tituting the Committee. 
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(2) If at any meeting, the number of members 
present is less than the required quorum 
referred to in sub-regulation (l) the person 
presiding may adjourn the meeting to a date 
not later than seven days from the date of the 
meeting after informing the members 
of the Committee (including the members 
who are absent) of the date, time and place 
of the adjourned meeting and it shall there¬ 
upon lawful for the member presi¬ 
ding at such ajourned meeting to dispose 
of the business to be transacted in respect 
of the original meeting irrespective of 
the number of members present. 

7. Filling of Casual Vacancies : 

(1) Any casual vacancy on a Committe shall 
be filled up by the Board. 

(2) A person appointed to fill a casual vacancy 
shall hold office so long as the member 
whose place he fills would have been en¬ 
titled to hold office if the vacancy had not 
occurred. 

8. Presiding over Committee Meetings : 

The Chairman of the Committee shall preside over 
every meeting of the Committee at which he is 
present and if he'is absent, the Vice-Chairman shall 
preside; if both the Chairman and the Vice-Chairman 
are absent, the mentbers present at the meeting 
shall elect one .of the members to preside over 
that meeting. 

9. Preparation of Agenda : 

The Chairman of the Committee shall prepare 
and circulate to the members of the Committee at 
least five days before the meeting of the Committee 
a list of business to be transacted at the meeting. 
Any member can suggest items for inclusion in the 
agenda if the request for such inclusion is presented 
to the Chairman in writing at least seven days in 
advance of the meeting. 

10. Business to be transacted by circulation : 

(1) Any business which is to be transacted by 
the Committee may, if the Chairman so 
directs, be referred to members of the Com¬ 
mittee (other than members who are not 
in India) by circulation of papers. 

(2) Any proposal or resolution circulated under 
sub-regulation (1) and approved by the 
majority of the Committee members who 
have recorded their views in writing shall 
be as effectual and binding as if such pro¬ 
posal or resolution was decided by a 
majority of the members at a meeting of the 
Committee. 

Provided that when a proposal or resolu- 
lation is referred to the members by circu- 
tion and majority of the members require 
that the porposal or resolution be referred 
to members at a meeting of the Committee, 
such reference shall be made to members 
at a meeting of the Committee. 

(3) Where any business is referred to members 
under sub-regulation (1) a period of not 


less than seven days shall be allowed for the 
receipt of. replies from members and such 
period shall be reckoned from the date on 
which such business is circulated. 

(4) If a proposal or resolution is circulated 
under this regulation, the result of circula¬ 
tion shall be communicated to all the 
members of the Committee. 

(5) All decisions arrived at by circulation 
of paper shall be placed at the next meeting 
of the committee for record. 

(6) Copies of any proposal or resolution and 
the result of circulation of papers shall also 
be sent to the Central Government at the 
time of its circulation or communication, 
as the case may be, to the members of 
the Committee. 

11. Voting: 

(1) Every question brought before a meeting 
of the Committee shall be decided by a 
majority of members present and voting 
and in the event of equality of votes, the 
Chairman or member presiding over such 
meeting shall have a second or casting 
vote. 

(2) All votes at a- meeting shall be taken by 
show of hands unless the perspn presiding 
over such meeting decides that the voting 
shall be taken by ballot. 

12. Record of Business : 

(1) A record of items of business transacted 
by the Committee shall be maintained by 
the Secretary and copies of such record 
shall be forwarded to the Central Govern¬ 
ment and the members. 

(2) The record of business transacted at 
every meeting of the Committee shall be 
signed by the Chairman or member presiding 
at the meeting. 

(3) When any business is transacted by circu¬ 
lation of papers the record of business so 
transacted shall be signed by the Chairman 
of the Committee. 

CHAPTER in 

THE BOARD AND ITS ESTABLISHMENT 

13. Conditions of Service of officers and Employees 

of the Tobacco Board : 

(1) The pay and allowances, leave, pension 
and retirement benefits, provident fund, 
disciplinary proceedings and imposition of 
penalty, other conditions of service includ¬ 
ing age of superannuation and other faci¬ 
lities such as advances of pay, advances for 
the purchase of conveyances, construction 
of houses and the like in respect of officers 
employed in or appointed by the Board, 
shall, if no provision is made in this regula¬ 
tion separately, be regulated in accord¬ 
ance with such rules and regulations as 
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are for the time being applicable to the offi¬ 
cers and employees of the Central Govern¬ 
ment of the corresponding grades or status 
stationed at those places. 

(2) No extension of service beyond the age of 
superannuation shall be granted by the Board 
to any officer or employee and in cases 
where exceptional circumstances exist justi¬ 
fying such extension, except with the pre¬ 
vious sanction of the Central Government. 

14. Salaries and Allowances : 

All expenditure on account of salaries, allowan¬ 
ces, pension, leave and other contributions, if any, 
of the Chairman and other officers appointed by 
the goverrment under sections 4 and 6 of the Act 
shall be met from the Board’s fund. 

15. BOARD’S ESTABLISHMENT : 

The Board may subject to availability of funds 
either by inclusion of a specific budget provision 
for the purpose or by savings under an appropriate 
head or by valid re-appropriation, create such posts 
under intimation to government, if in its opinion 
creation of such posts is considered necessary for the 
efficient performance of its functions. 

Provided that no post, the maximum of scale 
of pay of which exceeds Rs. 1200 per mensem shall 
be created without the previous sanefion of the 
Central Government. • 

Provided further thatiivease^ of exigencies, 
temporary posts ' which would need to be created 
in the interest of the Board and the maximum of scale 
of pay of which'does not exceed Rs.l200/-per mensem 
may be created by the Chairman subject to post 
facto approval of Ihe Board. 

16. POSTINGS AND TRANSFERS ; 

Postings and transfers of all officers and emp¬ 
loyees of the Board, shall be made by the Chairman 
who may delegate his power, subject to such condi¬ 
tions as he thinks fit, to the other officers of the 
Board. 

CHAPTER IV 

17. TRAVELLING AND OTHER ALLOWANCES 

TO ASSOCIATED MEMBERS AND CO¬ 
OPTED MEMBERS OF THE BOARD : 

(1) An associated member of the Board or 
co-opted member of any Committee, other 
than a Government servant, shad"* be 
entitled to draw, in respect of any journey 
performed by him for the purpose of atten¬ 
ding a meeting of the Board or of a duly 
constituted Committee thereof or for the 
purpose of discharging any duty assigned 
to him by the Board or the Committee 
concerned, travelling allowance and daily 
allowance at the highest rates admissible 
to Go\ernment servants of the first grade 
for the time being inforce under 'the rules 
and orders made by the Central Govern¬ 
ment. 

(2) In the case of any journey peformed by an 
official of the Central or State Government 


in his capacity as associated member of the 
Board or co-opted member of any committee, 
either for the purpose of attending the meet¬ 
ing of the Board or of the Committee as the 
case may be or for the purpose of dischar¬ 
ging any duty assigned to him by the Board 
or the Committee as the case may be the tra¬ 
velling and daily allowances admissible to 
him shall be payable by the Board, at the 
rates admissible to him under the rules of 
the Government under which he is for the 
time being employed. 

(3) No travelling allowance or daily allowance 
shall be allowed to an associated or a co¬ 
opted member unless he certifies lhat he has 
not drawn any travelling or daily allowance 
from any other source in respect of the 
journey and halt for which the claim is made, 

(4) Travelling allowance shall be payable from the 
usual place of residence of an associated or 
co-opted member to the place of the meeting 
or the place where he has gone to attend 
to any business of Bie Board or any of its 
committees and back to his place of resi¬ 
dence ; 

Provided that when the journey commences 
from or the return journey terminates at 
any place other than is , usual place of resi¬ 
dence , the travelling allowance shall be limited to 
the amount that would have been payable had the 
journey commenced from or terminated at the 
usual place of residence or to the amount payable 
in respect of the actual journey undertaken, which¬ 
ever is less. 

Provided further that in special circumstances 
and with the previous approval of the Central 
Government, the Chairman may grant travelling 
allowance from places other than the usual place 
of residence of an assoiciated or co-opted member. 

(5) The Chairman’shall be controlling officer 
for the purposes of travelling and dialy allow¬ 
ances of either the associated member of the 
Board or co-opted member of the Committee. 

3. CONVEYANCE ALLOWANCES TO ASSO¬ 
CIATED MEMBERS AND CO-OPTED 

ME.VIBERS 

No conveyance aliowaiicc i'er attending meetings 
of the Board or any of its comm ittees or for attending 
to any other bur.ine.ss cf tl'.e Board c- of U;e Cemmi- 
ttee, shall be ptiio. to Ihe associated or co-opted 
members who draw travelling or dally allowance: 

Provided that an assccialc'’ or a co-opted 
member who is residing at a place where the meeting 
of the Board or any of the Commitices is held or 
where any other bu-iness of the Baord or the Commi¬ 
ttee is transacted may be paid the actual expendi¬ 
ture incurred oi'i coaveyance sy him subject to a 
maximum of rupees ten per day.
